Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is a method including the steps of detachably attaching the distal end of 
an elongate member to a cannula, steering the cannula and detaching the distal end of the 
elongate member prior to delivering an object or substance through the cannula in combination 
with the features of the method substantially as claimed. 

2. The closest prior art of record is Galel et al (US 5498239) which teaches detachably 
attaching the distal end of an elongate member into a cannula but fails to teach the step of 
removing the elongate member from the cannula prior to delivering fluid though the cannula.
